Colds and How 
to Avoid Them 


Rearing and 
Feeding Chicks 


By D. E. W ARNER 
Of Connecticut Agricultural College 


Rearing chicks has its serious prob­ 
lems, but the first six weeks of their 
lives are the most dangerous. Follow­ 
ing ft re several essentials which, fol­ 
lowed, will help in keeping the mortal­ 
ity low: 
1. Select strong, vigorous, well-ma­ 
tured breeding stock that is free from 
disease and has been properly housed 
and fed. This gives the chicks a good 
start, providing the eggs have been 
properly incubated. 
2. Make sure that the mother hens 
are free from lice and mites before the 
( hicks are hatched. 
3. If artificial brooding is used, be 
sure that the brooder has a capacity 
large enough to allow the chicks a 
chance to get away from the heat when 


I)r. F. P. Snaw, who has made an ex ­ 
pensive investigation of this subject, 
say s that, “The digestive functions of 
the stomach (of the chicks) are devel­ 
oped by the second day after hatching, 
whereas the pancreatic ferm ents are 
improperly developed before the •sev­ 
enth.” 
The finding of Doctor Shaw ex plains 
the common practice of not feeding 
chicks until two day s old and then 
giving them only limited amounts of 
easily digested foods for the first week.

A cold is a genu disease and its 
developin' nt is favored by undue ex ­ 
posure to cold, by fatigue, by improper 
sieep, and by overeating. 
One should 
keep away from the germs by avoiding 
direct contact with persons who are 
suffering with this disease and those 
who are careless about coughing and 
sneezing without using their handker­ 
chiefs. 
One must live hy gienieally in order 
to keep the body in good condition. 
Hy gienic living means proper food, 
clothing, ex ercise, rest, plenty of fresh 
air, and good habit# generally . 
When 
one is fatigued or worried, or when 
prolonged chilling or indigestion dis­ 
turbs the sy stem thi» vitality is lowered 
and the way is made easy for the de­ 
velopment 
of 
the 
germ. 
Clothing 
should he neither too warm nor too 
cool. 
Too much clothing induces ex ­ 
cessive perspiration, which eventually 
will cause chilling of the body . 
It is advisable to harden oneself 
to cold, hut care must be observed not 
to overdo the matter. Because a little 
hardening will do good it does not nec­ 
essarily follow that more will do bet­ 
ter. 
The tem perature of the living 
room should never he kept so low as 
to chill the occupants. 
Special atten­ 
tion should he given to keep the air in 
this room moist, as the dry ing of the 
mucous linings of the air passages 
causes them to crack and allow germs 
to enter. 
A cold may he contracted in spite 
of these preventive measures. 
Then 
the body must be given a chance to 
cure itself. 
This necessitates even 
more careful living. 
Drugs can only 
remove conditions standing in the way 
of nature’s cure. They are all right if 
prescribed by a phy sician, but no drug 
is known to be an absolute cure for 
a 
cold. 
Colds should never be neglected. 
“Only a cold” too often ex presses the 
attitude. Golds pave the way for pneu­ 
monia and other serious diseases.

The b est o f p u ddings may b e ru ined 
b y an insip id ill-chosen sau ce. 
Hard 
sau ces are to lie serv ed on ho t p u d­ 
dings. The following are a few which 
may b e v aried b y different flav ors. 
Warm b u t do no t melt a half cu p fu l o f 
b u tter and add gradu ally a cu p fu l o f 
p u lv erized su gar, then fo ld in the 
whites of two eggs b eaten stiff. Flav o r 
with the ju ice o f a lemon and two tea­ 
sp oonfu ls of v anilla. Pack in a mold 
and keep cool u ntil ready to serv e with 
the p u dding. 
A good hard sau ce is 
made b y u sing the same amo u nt of 
su gar with the white of o ne egg and 
half the b u tter. 


Mash a p o u nd of map le su gar, add a 
half cu p fu l o f water u nd b oil u ntil it 
threads. Po u r this in a thin stream on 
the well-b eaten whites o f two eggs, 
stirring and heating the mix tu re b risk­ 
ly all the time. Add a half cu p fu l o f 
whip p ed cream ju st at the last. 


Fluffy Sa uc e . 
Scold a cu p fu l of milk in a dou b le 
holler. Stir in a lev el tab lesp o o nfu l of 
co rnstarch, wet with a little milk. Cook 
ten minu tes, stirring often. Cream two 
tab lesp o o nfu ls o f b u tter, add o ne cu p ­ 
fu l of p o wdered su gar u ntil v ery light. 
Add a teasp o o nfu l of v anilla and a 
p inch o f salt, then b eat this into the 
thickened milk which has b een cooled. 
Beat the white o f an egg dry and whip 
it into the sau ce u ntil light and flu ffy .
